IN January 1750-1, a Letter ſigned B. K. 
appeared in the Newcaſtle News Papers, 
ſtrongly recommending the beginning a Sub- 
ſcription here for ler for the 
Gounties of Durham, Newcaſtic upon Tyne, 
and Northumberland, in Conlequence of which, 
on the gth of F -brua1 following, a Subſcrip- 
tion was opened for that Purpole, and with 
ſuch Succeſs, that in a few Days the Bene- 
factions and annual Subſcriptions amounted 
to a very conſiderable Sum. 


ON. the 22d of February was held, a 


General Mecting of the Subſcribers, when 


a Committee was choſen to ſollicit Contribu- 


tions, and take every other Step they might 


think proper to promote the Charity. his 
Committee having applied perſonally in New- 
caſile, and by Letter to the Nobility, Clergy, 
and Gentry, who were at a Diſtance, great 
Additions were daily made to the Subſcription 


Roll. 
ON the 21ſt of March a ſecond General 


Meeting was held, when it was reſolved to 
carry this Charity into immediate Execution, 
and a Houſe was accordingly taken, ſituate in

Galligate, without the Walls of Neweaſth, 
in which there are 23 Beds, with all the 
neceſſary Offices. At the fame Time, Statutes, 
Rules and Orders for the Government of it, 
which had been before prepared, by the 
Committce, were confirmed and are the ſame 
which are hercto annexed, fave ſome few 
Altcrations, which have been fince found by 
E xperience to be — 


ON the 13th of April was held the firſt 
General Quarterly Court of the Governors 
for the Election of a Houſe Committce, (to 
ſit weekly) Phyſicians, Surgeons, an Apothe- 
cary, a Secretary and Matron ; and on the 
23d of May following the Houſe was opened 
for the Reception of Patients, 


Trvs, by the ready and generous Encou- 
ragemement of the Subſcribers and great 
Diligence of the ſeveral Committees, this 
valuable Charity was carried into Execution 
in little more than three Months from the 
opening the Subſcription, a Circumſtance not 
to be equalled by any Undertaking of this 
Kind. What Benefit has already accrued 
from it, will appear by the Account of 
Patients enen but it may be proper 
further to obſerve, that of thoſe who have 
receiv d their Cures, ſome have been eight or 
ten, and others even fifteen or twenty Years 
ill, a convincing Proof of the Neceſlity there 


was for ſuch an Inſtitution here.

A G6REATER Number of Patients having 
offered than could be received into the Houſe, 
the Committee hired ſeveral Rooms in the 
Neighbourhood, ſo that ſince the 16th of 
Anguſt, from thirty to fo-ty Patients, and 
upwards, have been entertained in the 
Houle, Oc. at one Time; notwithſtanding 
which, the Committee have frequently been 
obliged to advertiſe that the Houſe was full, 
and deſire the Governors to forbear recom- 
mending -In patients till further Notice. 


INDEED it was always foreſeen that the 
preſent Houle, tho' the beſt that could be met 
with, would not compleatly anſwer the Oc- 
caſions of the three Counties; ſo that as early 


as at the General Meeting in March, Appli- 


cation was made to the Corporation of Ner- 
caſtle for a Piece of Ground on the 57th 
Banks, in order to erect a new INFIRMARY, 
which was generoully granted: And at the 
Quarterly Court in April, a Subſcription was 
opened for the Building, which with the 
Sums that Day ſubſcribed, and the Additions 
fince made to it, amounts to 966/.

A PLAN of a new Building, capable of
